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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1-4, 7, 12-14, 18, 22-29, 36-45, 47-56, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 3, 13, 27, 47, the present application teaches a network device 
(home agent/foreign agent) which supports Mobile IP protocol, an AAA server which 
does not support the IP mobile protocol directly, is configured to maintain accounting 
information for a plurality of mobile supported by a plurality of the network devices 
(Home Agent/foreign Agent), an accounting request to the AAA server which is 
supporting AAA protocol in response to a trigger event, updating the accounting 
information using a counter provided in the accounting request associated with the IP 
mobile node using the counter, the Mobile IP protocol does not support AAA server 
protocol directly, instruction comprising as specifically mentioned on claims 1,3, 13, 
27, 47. 

The closest prior art to the present application such as Inoue (US Publication Number

2002/0186688) teaches a mobile IP communication scheme capable of authenticating 
an individual user who is operating the mobile computer when the mobile computer is 
connected to a visited site network and transmits a current location registration 
message to a home agent, the current location of the mobile computer is registered at 
the home agent when the user is judged as a proper user. 
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Inoue fails to teach a network device (home agent/foreign agent) which supports Mobile 
IP protocol, an AAA server configured to maintain accounting information for a plurality 
of mobile supported by a plurality of the network devices (Home Agent/foreign Agent), 
the AAA server and the IP mobile protocol do not support each others protocol directly, 
an accounting request to the AAA server which is supporting AAA protocol in response 
to a trigger event, updating the accounting information using a counter provided in the 
accounting request associated with the IP mobile node using the counter, instruction 
comprising as specifically mentioned on claims 1, 3, 13, 27, 47. 

Regarding claims 37, 39, the present application teaches a computer-readable medium 
having thereon computer readable instruction for updating accounting information for a 
mobile node in a AAA server that does not support Mobile IP during a session, the AAA 
server protocol is configured to maintain accounting information for a plurality of mobiles 
nodes, the accounting information being received form a plurality of network devices, 
each of the plurality of network devices being a Home Agent or Foreign Agent 
supporting Mobile IP protocol and the AAA protocol, instruction comprising as 
specifically mentioned on claims 37, 39. 

The closest record of prior the present application such as Inoue (US Publication 
Number 2002/0186688) teaches a mobile IP communication scheme capable of 
authenticating an individual user who is operating the mobile computer when the mobile 
computer is connected to a visited site network and transmits a current location 
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registration message to the home agent, the current location of the mobile computer is 
registered at the home agent when the user is judged as a proper user. 
Inoue fails to teach a computer-readable medium having thereon computer readable 
instruction for updating accounting information for a mobile node in a AAA server that 
does not support Mobile IP during a session, the AAA server protocol is configured to 
maintain accounting information for a plurality of mobiles nodes, the accounting 
information being received form a plurality of network devices, each of the plurality of 
network devices being a Home Agent or Foreign Agent supporting Mobile IP protocol 
and the AAA protocol, instruction comprising as specifically mentioned on claims 37, 39.
